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Direct Connect Hands-Free Headset Control Module 




Your RadioShack Direct Connect Hands-Free Headset Control Mod- 
ule allows you to answer calls hands-free using a headset (not sup- 
plied). The module does net require batteries and you can connect it 
directly to a telephone wall jack or use it with your phone. Its fea- 
tures include: 

Dual Color Line-In-Use Indicator — lights green when the line is 
active and red when using mute. 

Ringer Indicator — flashes red when there is a ringer signal. 

Microphone Muting — lets you turn the microphone off to prevent 
callers from hearing a private conversation. 

Built-in Earpiece Volume Controls — lets you adjust the volume 
levels you hear threugh a headset. 

Clothing Clip — lets you attach the module to your belt or other 
clothing. 

This module has been tested and found to comply with all applicable 
UL and FCC standards. 

READ THIS BEFORE INSTALLATION 

We have designed your module to conform to federal regulations, 
and you can connect it to most telephone lines. However, each mod- 
ule (and each device, such as an answering machine) that yeu con- 
nect to the telephone line draws pewer frem the telephone line. We 
refer to this power draw as the device’s ringer equivalence number, 
or REN. The REN is on the bottom of your module. 

If you use more than one phone or other device on the line, add up 
all of the RENs. If the total is more than five (or three in rural areas), 
your telephones might not ring. If ringer operation is impaired, re- 
move a device from the line. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your module complies with Part 68 ef FCC Rules. You must, upon 
request, provide the FCC registration number and the REN to your 
telephone company. Both numbers are on the bottom of the module. 

Note: You must not connect your module to: 

• coin-operated systems 

• party-line systems 

• most electronic key telephone systems 

IMPORTANT SAFETY INSTRUCTIONS 

Careful attention is devoted te quality standards in the manufacture 
of your telephone equipment, and safety is a majer factor in its de- 
sign. However, safety is also your responsibility. 

When using your telephone equipment, always follow basic safety 
precautions to reduce the risk of fire, electric shock, and injury to 
persons.

Heed Warnings — Follow all warnings on the product and in the op- 
erating instructions. 

Cleaning — Unplug this product from the wall outlet before clean- 
ing. Use only a damp cloth for cleaning. De not use liquid er aerosol 
cleaners. 

Water and Moisture — Do not use this product near water (for ex- 
ample, near a bathtub, washbowl, kitchen sink, or laundry tub; in a 
wet basement; or near a swimming pool). 

Mounting Accessories — Do not place this product on an unstable 
cart, stand, tripod, bracket, or table. The product may fall, causing 
serious injury to a child or adult, and serious damage te the product. 
Use enly with a cart, stand, tripod, bracket, or table recommended 
by the manufacturer or sold with the product. Follow the manufactur- 
er’s instructions for mounting, and use a recommended mounting 
accessory. 

Ventilation — Slots and openings in the cabinet provide ventilation, 
ensure reliable operation, and protect from overheating. Do not 
block or cover these epenings, and do not place the product on a 
bed, sofa, rug, or other similar surface. De not place the product in a 
built-in installation such as a bookcase or rack unless it provides 
proper ventilation as specified by the manufacturer. 

Heat — The product should be situated away from heat sources 
such as radiators, heat registers, stoves, or other products (including 
amplifiers) that produce heat. 

Power Sources — Operate this product using only the power 
seurce indicated on its marking label. If you are not sure of your 
home's power type, censult your product dealer or local power com- 
pany. 

Power-Cord Protection — Route power-supply cords so they are 
not likely to be walked on or pinched by items placed on or against 
them, paying particular attention to cords at plugs, convenience re- 
ceptacles, and the point where they exit from the product. 

Overloading — Do not overload wall outlets, extension cords, or in- 
tegral cenvenience receptacles, as this can result in a risk of fire or 
electric shock. 

Objects and Liquids — Never push objects of any kind into this 
product through openings, as they may touch dangerous voltage 
points or short out parts that could result in a fire or electric shock. 
Never spill liquid of any kind on the product. 

Servicing — Do not attempt to service this product yourself, as 
opening or removing covers may expose you to dangerous voltage 
or other hazards. Refer all servicing to qualified service personnel. 

Damage Requiring Service — Unplug this product from the wall 
outlet and refer servicing to qualified service personnel under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

• When the power-supply cord or plug is damaged. 
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• If liquid has been spilled or objects have fallen into the product. 

• If the product has been exposed to rain or water. 

• If the product does not operate normally by following the operating 
instructions. Adjust only those controls that are covered by the 
operating instructions, as an improper adjustment of other con- 
trols may result in damage and will often require extensive work 
by a qualified technician to restore the product to normal opera- 
tion. 

• If the product has been dropped or damaged in any way. 

• When the product exhibits a distinct change in performance. 
Lightning — Avoid using a telephone (other than a cordless type) 
during an electrical storm, as there might be a remote risk of electric 
shock from lightning. 

Gas Leak — Do not use the telephone to report a gas leak in the vi- 
cinity of the leak. 

PREPARATION 

To use the module without your telephone, connect the module’s 
line cord directly to a modular wall phone jack. 

To use the module with your telephone, connect the existing line 
cord and the module to a duplex adapter (not supplied). Then plug 
the duplex adapter into a modular wall phone jack. 

Insert a headset (not supplied) with a % 2 -inch (2.5 mm) plug into the 
module’s headset jack O. 

Note: Your local RadioShack store has a wide variety of headsets 
and adapters. 

OPERATION 

When there is an incoming call, the indicator flashes. 

Before answering, rotate ^ — - (volume control) downward to its 
lowest level. 

Put on a headset, then adjust the headband and microphone boom 
for a comfortable fit. 

To answer the call, press S . The line-in-use indicator lights green. 
Rotate ^ — to adjust the volume to a comfortable level. 

To end a call, press S . The line-in-use indicator turns off. 

Using Mute 

During a call, press MUTE to talk to someone else in the room with- 
out the person on the other end of the line hearing your conversa- 
tion. The line-in-use indicator lights red. 

Press MUTE again to resume your phone conversation. The line-in- 
use indicator lights green. 

LISTENING SAFELY 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when you use the 
headset. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a comfortable 
level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high-volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 


• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, your 
ears adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that does not 
cause discomfort might still damage your hearing. 

CARE 

Keep the module dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the module only in normal temperature environments. Handle 
the module carefully; do not drop it. Keep the module away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the module’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and invalidate its warranty. If your module is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for as- 
sistance. 

THE FCC WANTS YOU TO KNOW 

In the unlikely event that your module causes problems on the 
phone line, the phone company can temporarily discontinue your 
service. If this happens, the phone company attempts to notify you in 
advance. If advance notice is not practical, the phone company noti- 
fies you as soon as possible and advises you of your right to file a 
complaint with the FCC. 

Also, the phone company can make changes to its lines, equipment, 
operations, or procedures that could affect the operation of this tele- 
phone. The telephone company notifies you of these changes in ad- 
vance, so you can take the necessary steps to prevent interruption 
of your telephone service. 

LIGHTNING 

Your module has built-in protection circuits to reduce the risk of 
damage from surges in telephone line and power line current. These 
protection circuits meet or exceed the FCC requirements. However, 
lightning striking the telephone or power lines can damage your 
module. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nevertheless, if you live in an 
area that has severe electrical storms, we suggest that you unplug 
your module when storms approach to reduce the possibility of dam- 
age. 

Limited Ninety-Day Warranty 

This product is warranted by RadioShack against manufacturing defects in material and work- 
manship under normal use for ninety (90) days from the date of purchase from RadioShack com- 
pany-owned stores and authorized RadioShack franchisees and dealers. EXCEPT AS 
PROVIDED HEREIN, RadioShack MAKES NO EXPRESS WARRANTIES AND ANY IMPLIED 
WARRANTIES, INCLUDING THOSE OF MERCHANTABILITY AND FITNESS FOR A PARTICU- 
LAR PURPOSE, ARE LIMITED IN DURATION TO THE DURATION OF THE WRITTEN LIMITED 
WARRANTIES CONTAINED HEREIN. EXCEPT AS PROVIDED HEREIN, RadioShack SHALL 
HAVE NO LIABILITY OR RESPONSIBILITY TO CUSTOMER OR ANY OTHER PERSON OR 
ENTITY WITH RESPECT TO ANY LIABILITY, LOSS OR DAMAGE CAUSED DIRECTLY OR IN- 
DIRECTLY BY USE OR PERFORMANCE OF THE PRODUCT OR ARISING OUT OF ANY 
BREACH OF THIS WARRANTY, INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO, ANY DAMAGES RE- 
SULTING FROM INCONVENIENCE, LOSS OF TIME, DATA, PROPERTY, REVENUE, OR 
PROFIT OR ANY INDIRECT, SPECIAL, INCIDENTAL, OR CONSEQUENTIAL DAMAGES, 
EVEN IF RadioShack HAS BEEN ADVISED OF THE POSSIBILITY OF SUCH DAMAGES. 

Some states do not allow limitations on how long an implied warranty lasts or the exclusion or lim- 
itation of incidental or consequential damages, so the above limitations or exclusions may not ap- 
ply to you. 

In the event of a product defect during the warranty period, take the product and the RadioShack 
sales receipt as proof of purchase date to any RadioShack store. RadioShack will, at its option, 
unless otherwise provided by law: (a) correct the defect by product repair without charge for parts 
and labor; (b) replace the product with one of the same or similar design; or (c) refund the pur- 
chase price. All replaced parts and products, and products on which a refund is made, become 
the property of RadioShack. New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the perfor- 
mance of warranty service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the re- 
mainder of the original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the 
product made after the expiration of the warranty period. 

This warranty does not cover: (a) damage or failure caused by or attributable to acts of God, 
abuse, accident, misuse, improper or abnormal usage, failure to follow instructions, improper in-
